IXCWAtt VT FREIGHT RATES.

The perslstpnce with which railroad
managers declare that they must in-

crease freight rates to make up for de-

creased earnings, forces the conviction
that the agitation is in the nature of
a backfire to counteract
popular domanda on the railway com-

missioners of the different states for
freight rate reductions. The fact that
the demand for Increased rates is made
by the railroads' at a time when busi-

ness is slack and freight cars are ly-

ing Idle, rather than when the com-

panies were rushed with traffic and
forced to get every possible piece of
equipment into service, does not ac-

cord with the law of supply and de-

mand which usually obtains in busi-

ness. Premiums are usually asked for
service when the servants have all they
can do, but fancy charges do not or-

dinarily go with slack trade.
'Desirable as sources of enlarged rev-

enues for the railroad companies may
be, the producer and shipper have
some rights in the case. While there
has been a depression in business gen-

erally, the fact remains that prices
have not been materially lowered to
the consumer, except In certain lines
of foodstuffs. The burden of depres-
sion in business should be shared as
equitably as possible by all factors in
our industries and not be left entirely
for the man who pays the freight. It
is true that the most reassuring sign
for the future 1b the maintenance of
firm rates, for commodities. Business
depression can not be long or lasting
without a general tumble in prices.
Prospects are for steady business re-

covery and with it a readjustment of
the charges which have become bur-

densome. UntH that readjustment
cornea the railroads, which have been
exceptionally favored in the past, will
have to stand their share of the com-

mon loss. . ;'

In this connection congress has
taken commendable action in increas-
ing from $50,000 to $360,000 the ap-

propriation asked by the Interstate
Commerce commission for the work of
examining the books of railroad corpor-
ations. The complicated system of ac-

counting employed by the different
railroad companies has rendered it
practically Impossible to secure relia-
ble or accurate data on their fiscal af-

fairs. In making ample provision for
the employment of experts to examine
these books congress will at least open
the way to bringing the facts to light
and thus enlighten the public as to
whether the talk by railroad managers
about heavy losses is made in good
faith or for the effect it may have in
preventing enforced rate reductions.

THE THREAT OF THE TELEGRArHERU,
Strong as public sentiment may be

with the telegraphers in their contro-
versies with the employing telegraph
companies, the operators take a risk of
alienating their Mends by threatening
to call a strike "about the time of the
Chicago convention" unless congress
affords them relief from what the teleg
raphers call "the present intolerable
conditions." Acting as spokesman for
the telegraphers, Congressman Carey
of Wisconsin has formally notified
President Roosevelt of the plans of the
operators and has followed this up by
introducing in the house a resolution
asking the Department of Commerce
and Labor to investigate the affairs
of the two big telegraph companies
with a view to furnishing Information
as to wages paid and other working
conditions.

A thorough official investigation of
the affairs of the telegraph companies,
with publication of the results, would
meet favor with the public, which la
bors under a strong conviction that it
has been excessively mulcted for tele-
graph service. In the absence of legal
authority giving the government con-

trol of' the telegraph lines, it Is dif
ficult to tell beyond this how congress
could supply the relief sought by the
operators. It is certain that the latter
can accomplish nothing of permanent
benefit to. themselves or their, organi
zation by a strike timed to take place
about the date fixed for the republican
convention at Chicago or for any other
national convention. The last strike of
the telegraphers was lost at the outset
through blundering management of
the officers of the telegraphers, and
the men will gain nothing, however
Just their cause, by starting another
strike, if they are to have one, with
another blunder.

J HE ORASD JURY CHARGE.
The charge of Judge Sears to the

grand Jury does not indicate that there
Is any suspicion of anything unusual
In the administration of public affairs
here requiring grand Jury investiga
tion. The charge properly calls atten-
tion to the various classes of offenses
which the local authorities are sup
posed to regulate and suppress, but
does not even Intimate that conditions
in this respect are not steadily im-
proving, or that the police board and
police officers have failed to cope with
them In a practical manner. Every
grand jury has unlimited rowers in
searching out offenders against the
law and the present grand Jury will
doubtless, discover some things to war
rant indictments, but It is just as
likely to find the subjects requiring its
attention outside of the field s Decide
ally covered by the Judge's charge as
within it

In one point Judge Sears seems to
us to be entirely wide of the mark
when he advances the idea that thi
legislature should be asked to provide
by law for a different treatment of so-

cial offenses in Omaha than elsewhere
In the state. No criminal statute lm
posing easier or severer penalties for
law infraction in one place than in an
other would ever run the gauntlet of
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thecourts, but would he declared
class Vglalatlon prohibited by the con-

stitution. The only practicable way
to meet this problem Is the old way of
leaving the local authorities to grapple
with It as best they may under the pe-

culiar and constantly varying condi-
tions of each community.

a riRaixiA run:
Governor Swanson of Virginia has

come out in favor of the nomination
of Mr. Bryan at the Denver convention,
but he uses a line of argument to sup-
port his position that will hardly warm
the heart of the Nebraska leader. In
the course of a dictated interview for
a Richmond newspaper,' Governor
Swanson declares that it would be
worse than useless for the patty to de-

feat Mr. Bryan for the nomination at
Denver because, in the governor's opin-
ion, another defeat of the Parker type
would make Mr. Bryan Inevitable in
1912 and relatively stronger in the
party than now. On the other hand,
Governor Swanson argues a third de-

feat at the. polls would settle any
claims Mr. Bryan might hold on the
party and leave the way clear for a re-

organization along new, or old, lines
for the campaign In 1912.

Governor Swanson is an experienced
politician and familiar with affairs and
conditions in Virginia and the south.
He was a most active member of con-
gress for ten years and has been prom-
inently identified with Virginia democ-
racy and its leadership for many years.
In the 1904 campaign he was an ardent
supporter of Judge Parker and fully
realizes that the party's poor showing
in that campaign was due to the luke-warmne- ss

or covert hostility of the
Bryan followers. The governor Is ap-

parently persuaded that the Bryan fol-

lowing is still too strong and deter-
mined to make the election of any
other democratic candidate possible,
and he leaves the Inference that the
anti-Brya- n democrats will see to It that
the Nebraskan will not accomplish
much in a fight for votes in the "ene
my's country."

Senator Daniel, known as the "Vir-
ginia Warwick," is also out of touch
with Mr. Bryan. While the men are
personal friends, Senator Daniel has
publicly and flatly refused to champion
Mr. Bryan for another nomination. The
Bryan forces have accordingly sought
to prevent Senator Daniel from going
as a Virginia delegate to the Denver
convention, but all Indications are that
the senator will head the delegation
and, whether he opposes Bryan for the
nomination or not, will make a deter-
mined fight to prevent the adoption of
a Bryan platfqrm.

The views of Governor Swanson
fairly reflect the attitude of many dem-
ocrats who realize that Bryan can not
carry the eastern states essential to his
election and yet that his following
would prevent the success of any other
democratic candidate. All that ' re-
mains for them, in their opinion, is to
cherish the hope that a third defeat
for Mr. Bryan will finally satisfy his
presidential aspirations.

Information comes from the state
capital to the effect that the necessary
funds are almost assured to purchase
the ground for the historical library
for which the last legislature made a
first appropriation contingent upon the
provision of a proper site by the city
of Lincoln. If so, the people of Lin-
coln are to be congratulated for
finally coming to the front. We are
still, however, of the opinion, previ
ously expressed, that it would be bet
ter to consolidate the administration
of the 8tate Historical library with
that of the State library and install
them both in commodious quarters In
a new state house which will have to
be built before many more years.

SECRET OF THE CORN BELT.

Edacatlon aa an Asset In Farm Man
agement.

Outing Magazine.
Here is the secret of the succes in corn

growing ' in both Wisconsin and Iowa.
Counting 'short courses and long courses,
there are at the agricultural colleges and
high schools about 800 students a year in
each state. When these go out from the
schools they are organized Into farmers'
experimental associations, each association
to be a nucleus of Improvement for Its
district. Incidentally. It may be aaid, the
boys are told not to go home and brag, but
to let the results speak. To these students
the seed corn is distributed. It need scarcely
be told that the students take care both
by cultivation and rotation to have the soil
in perfect condition for it. They also take
care not to plant It near the field of some
slovenly neighbor,' whose wffeds and poof
typea will be blown over the fence by the
wind.

As the crop grows, neighboring farmers
look and look again. They may sneer at
what they call "fancy tiffics," but If the
fancy farming puts $20 more to the acre In
the boy's pocket, they are going to ask
where he got the seed and buy some from
him. It Is here t lie reward comes to the
students who have gone to the expense of
a scientific course. While common corn
sells at from 40 to 60 cents, an average of
50 cents, seed corn' properly cured, tested
and guaranteed to give high averages-pedigr-eed

seed sells for from $3 to $7 a
bushel. Ther is a record of a fancy lot
sold at $30 for the bushel, but that waa
abnormal. The Wisconsin boys of the
agronomy department are taking in $100,000
a year for pure pedigreed seed. One boy,
whose father told htm he could go In- for
the fancy seed business in corn and make
all he liked out of It, and the young rascal,
to his father's utter flabbergastedness, put
away $6,000 In one summer, beating his
father's inoome.

The tide of feeling la stead
lly rising, and it threatens to engulf scores
of the representatives. If the
few personal sacrifices could be made with
out further damage, the public Interests
might stand it; but the aituation ia becom
Ing so alarming that the republican major
Ity in the next congress is threatened.

So rongress Is getting awske to Its dan
ger. The country Is rallying to Roosevelt
and the political consequences may be ser
ious for even some of the oldest of repub-
lican leaders. There ia plenty of time for
them to aave themselves, but there is only
one way to do It. They must come around.
Roosevelt Is right and they are wrong.
It may hurt their pride a bit to surrender,
but they will feel better for It when they
SO before the voters for another term of
office.
